PLANNED BY EMPRESS 


Reports From China Indicate That the Dowager 
Plots to Outdo the Boxer Outbreak==--Murder 
of the Emperor Has Been Decided On. 


' Vietoria, B. C., March 5.—According to 
a dispatch received from Pekin an out- 
break and a carnival of murder exceeding 
the boxer outbreak, is regarded by many 
as imminent. Correspondents of Chinese 
repers at Pekin are sending columns tell- 
ing the duplicity of the empress dowager 
and of the threatened outbreak. 

A Shanghai papers says that while the 
empress dowager is issuing edicts com- 
manding reforms on western lines and 
pretending to initiate reform, she is 8e- 
cretly sending instructions to viceroys and 
governors prohibiting the introduction of 


foreign methods in their jurisdiction. 
The empress is also said to be sending 
notifications to some viceroys that Tung 
Fu Hsiang is to be aided in marching 
ris army to Pekin to escort Pu Chun, son 
of Prince Chun, and formely heir appar- 
ent to the throne. On their arrival 
Kwong Hsu, the present emperor is to 
be made away with, says the Chinese 
cerrespondents.

New York, March 5.—Several Atlantic 
liners reached port today all bearing 
stories of an unusually rough crossing. 

The big Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse 
which artived off the Hook last night 
made her way up to quarantine when 
the fog lightened today, showing many 
evidences of her battle with big waves. 
For the first five days of her voyage she 
experienced gales of hurricane force. 
The gale began from the southwest ac- 
companied by hail squalls and increased 
in violence. The Kaiser Wilhelm bucked 
the big seas under reduced speed for 
five days, her average on the whole run 
being 18.22 knots. Hier funnels were 
crusted with salt and the seas were so 
heavy that they boarded her decks and 
smashed five life boats. 

The Oceanic met equally bad weather. 
She came into quarantine with a story 
of a voyage of high winds and tremend- 
ous seas, and like the Kaiser Wilhelm 
was compelled to go under reduced speed 
for five days.

WHY THIS WOMAN 
S BEING WATCHED 


A TT 


Officers Say They Have Bur- 
dick's Murderer Located, 


Woman Who Knew Burdick, and Who 
Was Jealous of His Attentions 
to Another Woman, Had 
Bought Goods and 
Needed Money. 


Buffalo, N. Y., March 6.—‘‘Our case has 
not been weakened in any way-—it has 
not been strengthened.” 

These words uttered by District At- 
torney Coatesworth when he left his 
office this afterncon as another day of 
probing in the Burdick murder mystery 
briefly summarizes the situation tonight. 
The woman suspected of the murder of 
Edwin L: Burdick is under the watch- 
ful eyes of some of the most efficient 
detectives of the city. She cannot es- 
cape. When the authorities are satisfied 
that they have sufficient evidence to 
convict she will be placed under arrest. 

Consequently they can continue the 
work of weaving 2 web of evidence about 
the person whom they believe to be 
guilty and at the same time not ruin 
the chances of conviction by a hasty 
move, 

The district attorney has frequently 
spoken of evidence in this possession 
that would suggest a motive for the 
crime other than the fear of disclesures 
that would likely be made in divorce 
What the evidence is the authori- 
ties will not say. It is said on good au- 
thority, however, that the evidence re- 
lates to a woman who was in severe 
straits for moffey. 

This woman is not a member of the 
Burdick household, but her name has 
been mentioned rrequently in connection 
with the tragedy. Her necessity was 
such that when she wished to get some 
house furnishings she bought her goods 
on the instalment plan. She also bor- 
rowed money from a money lender. It 
was quite a large sum and she gave 
security for it. It was also stated that 
for a short time before the murder @ 
coolness had sprung up between the 
woman and Burdick. The woman's

was at the time paying more attention 
to another woman, the police say, would 
tend to make the woman both desperate 
and insanely jealous.

He declined to say whether or 
not the murderer lived in the Elmwood 
district, but sald it was his belief that 
only one person was in Burdick’s ‘‘den’’ 
when the crime was committed. 

‘There will be no arrest,’’ he added, 
‘until we have sufficient evidence to con- 
vict—if we succeed in obtaining that evi- 
defice.”’ 

A house in the Elmwood district is be- 
ing watched day and night. The police 
decline to say why they are watching 
the house. Last night for the first time 
the detectives were withdrawn from the 
New York Central and other stations. 
This move is regarded as strong evidence 
that the police believe they know where 
the murderer is and that there is no dan- 
ger of escape. 

An important fact which the police have 
known all along, but not made public, 
is that on the morning when the body 
of Burdick was discovered the top drawer 
in a table at the head of the couch where 
the body lay was open. In the drawer 
were some letters, a few papers and odds 
and ends. The letters and papers were 
disarranged and on the floor of the den 
were several papers indicating that they 
had been dragged out of-the open drawer 
and left where they fell. . 

The theory of the police is that the 
suspected woman, finding that Burdick's 
affection for her had begun to cool, and 
that there was talk of his marrying an- 
other woman upon securing his divorce, 
made an appointment with Burdick at his 
home. On her arrival he conductéd her 
into his cosy corner, where intrusion was 
least to be feared. The lunch found on 
the table was for her. They visited, no 
one knows how long. His indifference to- 
ward her was not concealed and await- 
ing her opportunity, she struck him down 
and in hey frenzy and passion beat out 
his brains. Then she left. 

Before leaving she searched the table 
for the letters whigh she had written 
to him. Finding them, she turned out 
the gas and stole away. In the mean- 
time she had carefully covered the body 
of her vietim with pillows and rugs. 

Mrs. Seth T. Payne, of 492 Elmwood 
avenue, whose picture was found in Bur- 
dick’s den, has made a statement. Her 
name has frequently been used in con- 
nection with the investigation into the 
murder. Her home has been searched and 
she has been questioned by the police. 
While in Mr. Coatsworth’s office the cab- 
man who met an unaccompanied woman 
on Ashland avenue on the night of the 
murder was taken into the room. 

Mrs. Payne said: “I know absolutely 
nothing of the murder. I have no theory 
as to who did or how it was done. 

“Both my husband and J Knew the Bur- 
dicks. Yes, we also knew the Pennells 
and the Warrens. My husband and I 
have visted or called on the Burdicks and 
they have called on us. My name has 
not appeared as a correspondent in any 
action for divorcé by Mrs. Burdick against 
Mr. Burdick. I never called alone on 
Mr. Burdick at his house. 

“The last time I talked with Mr. Bur- 
dick was last Thursday (the day before 
the murder). It was over the ‘phone and 
he asked me about a matter that was 
purely social ang did not relate in any 
way to an appointment. I told him I 
would let him know the next day, and 
on Thursday I qid call him up on the 
‘phone and that was the last time I 
talked with him. 

“On Thursday evening I had dinner as 
usual between 6 and 7 o'clock. I dig 
not go out of the house after dinner. 
Some people live in the house with us. 
One of them is Mrs. Mary Cunningham. 
She is employed down town. She knows 
that I did not go out after dinner.”

simply protesting against his policy &s8 
moderator of the conference.

North Carolina Legislature on In- 


corporation of Towns. 

Raleigh, N. C., March 5.—(Special.)— 
One of the few sensations at this session 
of the legislature occurred in the house 
this afternoon. A bill to incorporate the 
town of Shore, which is a Whisky dis- 
tillery in Yadkin county, came up and 
a hot debate followed. Mr. Murphy said 
there were about 180 voters; that the 
distillery town of Williams, which has 
some thirty voters, had been incorporat- 
ed, and the legislature could not Zo back 
on other such incorporators.

Will Go to Texas and Mexico 
and Begin Life Under 
New Conditions, 


Special Correspondence. 

London, February 22.—Arrangements 
which have been proceeding privately for 
some time for the migration of: several 
thousand Boers from South Africa to 
Texas and New Mexico are now so far ad- 
vanced that it is said the exodus will 
take place in May. Four men represeni- 
ing the pioneers of the movement will 
Start for America next week to com- 
plete the arrangements. 

They are now in London and one of 
them sketched the plan to the writer. 
‘“‘Madagascar and the Argentine were first 
considered,’’ said he, “but we have such 
sad experiences of having been driven 
from pillar to post that on this occasion 
we think it necessary to become citizens 
of a country whose protection we can 
claim, so we have settled on the United 
States. General Samuel Pearson, of the 
United States army, will be our agent 
in America. Through him we mean to 
Obtain about ‘one million acres of land 
in Texas and New Mexico and pay for it 
by the issue of bonds secured on the 
land, stock, buildings and crops. ‘There 
appears to be no lack of money.” 

Chief among the first families to sail 
will be those of P. de Villiers, Van der 
Post, De Kock, Steytler, Van Wyk, P. 
Viljeon, Dewet (a branch of the general's 
family), Johann Wessels, Stefan Kruger 
(nephew of the ex-president), and De 
Haas—all of them prominent in the late 
war. 


LEAD PENCIL 
PIERCED EYE 


Death of Little Boy is Caused 
By a Peculiar 
Accident. 


White Plains, N. Y., March 5.—Chester 
Raylis Bloom, 3 years of age, son of Wili- 
liam Bloom, of New Rochelle, is dead 
from blood poisoning followed by an ap- 
scess on the brain, caused by falling on 
a jead pencil which pierced his eye. The 
accident hapened over two months ago. 

Two weeks ago inflammation set in 
around the eye and it was decided to 
perform an operation as an abscess had 
formed. This was removed, but the boy 
gradually grew weaker and finally ve- 
cadme unconscious. 

It is said the blood poisoning produced 
a second abscess on the brain and also 
caused spinal meningitis. 


WITNESSES BEING SOUGHT 


| Prosecution in Skinner Case Very 
Active. « 

Raleigh, N. C., March 5.—(Special.)—The 
search for witnesses in the Skinner mur- 
der case goes on ceaselessly. It is said 
that there will be seventy-five or eigthy 
witnesses at the trial. The prosecution 
appears to be absolutely certain that !t 
will make a most powerful showing’ 

Today a legislative committee inspected 
the great penitentiary building here, with 
a view to seeing whether it could be util- 
ized as an annex or part of the central 
hospital for the insane. 

The building is about 900 feet long and 
three stories high, and has large exten- 
sions in the front and rear, its total cost, 
together with the prison wall, having 
been something like $500,000. 

The committee found that the building 
could be utilized for male insane. at a 
cost for alteration and fittings of from 
25,000 to $30,000, and that by the use of 
the west wing and the administration 
building alone, 300 could be accommo- 
dated. 

A bill will accordingly be prenared for 
this purpose. There have, for some time, 
been less than one hundred convicts in 
the penitentiary. which was built to con- 
tain over 1,200. Most of the convicts have 
for many vears heen on outside work, 
on farms, owned by the state. railwave 
and other contracts. There is a great 
strain upon the hospitals for the insane. 

One of the most singular bills before this 
legislature is one to require the railways 
to give free passes to all state officers 
and judges. It is declared that this is 
clearly unconstitutional.

AT THE PALACES 


King’s Servants Kicking at 
Economies Effected at 
Buckingham and Windsor

London, February 22.—Mutterings of 
discontent at the Windsor -palace and 
Buckingham palace, which were reported 
in these columns.a few .menths ago, 
have increased of late, until there ts 
some talk of an.¢rganized demonstra 
tion to the kirg in person on behalf cf the 
palace servants. There would have heen 
a strike among the royal domestics he- 
fore this if it wore not for the fact that 
the honor of being in the royal service 
SO outwelghs the alleged poor pay that 
there would, be at once a hundred appll- 
cants for the place vacated by a striker. 
It is understood that the king himself 
knows nothing about all this stew ‘“‘down- 
Stairs,’’ or the reasons therefor. 

Soon after this present relgn com- 
menced, all the servants of the roval es- 
tablishments were addressed by the new 
master of the household, who said, in 
effect, that the board of green cloth—the 
body that acts as a sort of domestic man- 
ager for the roval family--had not liked 
to restrict Queen Victoria in her expen- 
diture, but they would not be so sensitive 
in thea ease of the kine. The cuttirg 
down process commenced forthwith and 
the staff, both in pay and numbers, suf- 
fered. 

Only a few days ago an order was is- 
sued that the footmen’'s wages were to be 
cut down from $350 a year to $325, and 
furthermore that they would have to 
board themselves, whereas the palace ta- 
bles used to feed both the footmen and 
their families) The servants who remain 
and who worked on an average of ten 
hours a day during the late queen's life- 
time, are now often worked from fourteen 
to sixteeu hours, and this without extra 
pay.

SENTENCE WAS UNEXPECTED 


South Carolina Negro Given Life 
Term for Burglary. 
Charleston, S. C., March 5.—(Special.)— 
In view of the number of murders com- 
mitted in South Carolina last year, with 
the few legal executions, the sentence im- 
posed on Richardson Jackson, a colored 
burglar in Charleston, is somewhat as- 
tonishing. The records show that more 
prisoners are convicted for theft than 
for murder, although more than three 
hundred homicides occurred in this state 
in 1902. Jackson is 23 years of age. He 
has served several short terms on the 
chaingang and was arrested some time 
ago for stealing clothing from a negro 
residence. The evidence showed that he 
had broken into the house, and his crime 
went in the category of burglary, not- 
withstanding that he stole goods of tri- 
fling value. Jackson attempted to defend 
himself and claimed that he was the sub- 
ject of police persecution. He was found 
guilty and he was sentenced to the peni- 

tentiary for life.

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SWALLOW CRUM, 
SAYS ROOSEVELT 


To Those of his Party Faith 
in the Senate 


Making Good His Threat, the Presi- 
dent Renominates the Negro for 
the Charleston Collector- 
ship — Nomination 
To Be Debated.

Washington, March 5.—(Special.)—Mak- 
ing good his threat to senators as to 
what he proposed to do in case the sen- 
ate failed to act upon his nomination of 
Dr. Crum, President Roosevelt today re- 
nominated Crum for the Charleston col- 
lectorship, sending his name to the senate 
at the head of his list of nominatiorg to 
office. 

The protest which the Charleston peo- 
ple have made against this appointment, 
and which has been set fort in such in- 
dependent journals as The New York 
Herald, echoing a strong public sentiment 
at the north, has not swayed President 
Roosevelt from his determination to give 
Crum this office. The politicians of the 
administration, backed by the demand of 
the negro voters in the northern states, 
have triumphed. This action of the presti- 
of course, not unexpected. 
Everybody here recognizes the political 
strength of the elements in the repub- 
lican party which have been demanding 
Crum’s appointment. The fight which 
was made against confirmation in the 
committée on commerce will be made 
over again and the present indications are 
that the Charleston negro will be given 
considerable attention at the present ses- 
sion of the senate. The southern senators 
will oppose confirmation as strongly as 
they did at the session which has just 
come to an end, and if the administra- 
tion leaders insist upon action the pres- 
ent probability is that the time of this 
extra session will. be extended consider- 
ably beyond the two or three weeks which 
have been set for its life. 

There will be several changes in the 
personnel of the commerce committee, to 
which the Crum nomination will be re- 
ferred. On the republican side Senators 
Mason and Jones of Nevada go out, while 
the democratic side loses Senators Vest 
and Turner. The two democrats who 
will succeed these last two gentlemen 
will doubtless stand with their cdlleagues 
in opposition to Crum’s confirmation. Ma- 
son was in favor of confirmation and 
Jones of Nevada was one of the two 
republicans who vot@l against confirma- 
tlon., 

Until the personnel of the new committee 
is known it will be impossible to deter- 
mine the fate of the nomination before 
that body. 

If Crum is favorably reported by the 
committee the chances are that the case 
will be brought up far comparatively ear- 
ly action by the senate. There the lines 
will be drawn just as they were before. 
If the republican senators are anxious to 
get away from Washington at a com- 
paratively early date, Senator Tillman and 
Senator Clay, who led the opposition in 
the committee of which he §&% 4 member, 
will probably be able to prevent action 
at this extra session.. It would then be 
up to the president to put Crum in office 
by means of a recess appointment, which 
it is belleved he would make.

The Reciprocity Treaty. 

To secure the ratification of the 
Cuban reciprocity treaty was as much 
a part of President Roosevelt's pur- 
pose in calling the senate together in 
extra session as was the settlement 
of the isthmian canal problem. And 
both are matters of vital concern to 
this country. Neither afford an oppor- 
tunity for any partisan issue, but, on 
the contrary, the ratification of both 
the Panama and Cuban treaties are 
earnestly desired by a vast majority 
of the people, without respect to 
party. | 

The reciprocity treaty, like the ca- 
nal treaty, is not all that could be de- 
sired, but it is, probably, the best that 
can be hoped for under the circum- 
stances. In the one case only one 
man seems to hold any very deter 
mined objection to the proposed ar- 
rangement, and in the other only one 
interest—the beet sugar industry— 
seems to be offering any objection. 
It cannot be that such insignificant 
minorities can much longer delay the 
ratification of these measures. 

If anything else were needed to 
convince the American people that the 
Cuban reciprocity treaty is a desirable 
thing for the United States, the strong 
opposition which it has aroused in 
foreign countries should be sufficient. 
These competitor nations recognize in 
the treaty certain advantages’ to 
American trade, and they, very nat- 
urally, object to it. But there is no 
good reason why the senate of. the 
United States should agree with 


objection to giving this country an ad- 
vantage over Europe in the matter of 
trade with a neighboring republic. 
The treaty makes certain conces- 
sions to Cuba, it is true, concessions 
which we are under moral obligations 
to make anyway; but they are fully 
offset by the concessions which Cuba 
makes to American trade.

But The Mobile Register makes an- 
other striking point for good roads in 
calling attention to the “loss inflicted 
a bad road” in one Alabama 
county. 

An instance of this is furnished by 
the county of Perry, of which the town 
of Marion is the center. According to 
The Register, the people of the east- 
ern part of the county, whose trade is 
tributary to Marion, are cut off from 
that town by the impassable condition 
of the roads leading thereto. Thus 
they have been forced to do 
trading in Centreville, in Bibb county, 
or Selma, in Dallas county, both of 
which places are farther away but 
easier of access.

But this loss is not always felt in the 
diversion of trade, as above noted.

Even a moderate wet spell 
puts the average Georgia road out of 
condition, and the merchant is depriv- 
ed of just that many days of “good 
trade.””

The good roads problem, therefore, 
is as much a matter of concern to the 
merchant as to the farmer; to the 
townspeople as to those in the coun- 
try. It is one in which they should 
all join eagerly in solving. There is 
not a community in Georgia, or else- 
where, that is not paying more for 
bad roads than it would cost to main- 
tain good ones. 


Opportunities of Sericulture. 

Any farmer of the south who has a 
white mulberry tree on his farm can 
secure from the agricultural depart- 
ment at Washington an allottment of 
the eggs of the Chinese silk worm, 
providing he manifests a desire to 
enter upon sericulture on even the 
most modest scale. Any southern 
farmer who would like to try the silk- 
producing business and who has no 


whjte mulberry tree, can get one by,

applying to the chief of the forestry 
division of the’same department. 

Sec etary of Agriculture Wilson is 
much interested in promoting the silk 
industry through the south. He has 
accordingly given to Dr. Howard, 
chief entomologist, and to Professor 
Pinchot, head of the forestry division 
of his department, instructions to do 
everything in their power in aiding 
the farmers in the south in cultivating 
the silk worm. To promote this work, 
white mulberry plants have been 
brought over by the tens of thousands 
from France and Italy, as this plant is 
not indigenous to any part of this 
country. 

The Chinese silk worm refuses to 
eat the leaves of our mulberry trees. 
Scientists say that its taste for the 
white variety is the result of more 
than four thousand years’ cultivation. 
Experiments made here in Washing- 
ton show that when the Chinese silk 
worm has made a meal on a leaf from 
a common American mulberry tree, 
either the worm dies or the product 
of its loom is not silk. When the so- 
called silk worm that is found in this 
country is fed on the leaves of the 
white mulberry»he grows enormously 
fat in a few hours, and spins a cocoon 
that is as hard as an egg shell, but 
which contains no silk. Then he bores 
a hole through the cocoon and sails 
into the world transformed into a but- 
terfly.? The Chinese worm, on the 
other hand, does not bore his way 
out, though he would like to. His 


_cocoon is so highiy valuable that few

CARTER TATE’S BILL. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, March 5.—(Special.)—One of 
the humorous incidents of the night ses- 
sion prior to the fina] adjournment Wed- 
nesday grew out of the passage by the 
senate of a private claim involving $100. 

It was nearly 2 o'clock in the morning 
and the senate had been engaged in a 
sharp political discussion over the Phil- 
ippine tariff bill. There was a cessation 
of hostilities pending a compromise be- 
tween the house and senate over a South 
Carolina war claim, which had been 
brought out of the general deficiency 
bill which Senator Tillman declared shou}: 
be restored, otherwise he threatened to 
hold up all other legislation and force an 
extra session of congress. While Senator 
Tillman and the republican leaders were 
pleading with ‘‘Uncle Joe” Cannon to 
allow the South Carolina claim to 80 
back into the bill, Senator Bacon asked 
unanimous consent for the consideratior 
of a small bill, covering, as he stated, 
a half dozen lines. 


Hired to Internal Revenue Men. 

Senator Bacon stated that the bill was 
for the relief of McClure & Willbanks, 
livery stable keepers, at Toccoa, Ga. The 
claim amounted to $100, the value of a 
horse hired by internal revenue officers 
and killed by illicit distillers in August, 
1900. This bill passed the house som* 
time ago, at the instance of Representa- 
tive Carter Tate. He was very anxious 
to have it concurred in by the senate, 
so he got Senator Clay interested in the 
bill. Twice during the day Senator Clay 
sought unanimous consent to pass the bill, 
but Senator Lodge was constrained to ob- 
ject, because of his zeal in behalf of the 
Philippine tariff bill. About midnight 
Senator Clay was taken ill and was oblig- 
ed to return to his hotel. He left the Tate 
bill in charge of Senator Bacon, and the 
latter selected a favorable opportunity to 
secure its passag?. 

When Senator Baicon called the bill 
up Representative Tate was in the cham- 
ber and he viewed with alarm the demand 
made by Senator Platt, of Connecticut, 
for the reading of the report. This report 
was quite lengthy, including the report

IP CAUGHT

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[counts School Superintendents’ As- 
sociation of Georgia held an impor- 
tant meeting in the office of State School 
Commissioner W. B. Merritt yesterday, at 
which the date was fixed and plans ar- 
ranged for the coming convention of 
the county superintendents. 

The annual convention of the county 
school superintendents of Georgia will be 
held this year at Macon on Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday, April 14, 16 
and 16. This is nearly a month earlier 
than the convention has been held here- 
tofore, but many of the members of the 
association desired a change. They think 
the meetings heretofore have been held 
too late in the spring and too close to 
the meeting of the Georgia State Teach- 
ers’ Association, which follows in June. 

Besides fixing the date, many impor- 
tant matters connected with the pro- 
gramme of the meeting were passed On. 
One of the foremost topics to be dis- 
cussed is the question of local taxation 
for school purposes with the county as 
the unit. The county superintendents in 
many sections of the state are strongly 
in favor of starting local taxation, and 
it may be that the legislature will be 
urged to provide a means by which those 
counties desiring it can make the exper- 
iment. Commissioner Merritt thinks it 
might be tried in five or ten counties and 
a demonstration first made of how well 
the plan will work. 

The question of the relations of the 
school to the community will be dis- 
cussed, no doubt in an able manner, by 
D. E. Cloyd, agent of the general educa- 
tion board, who has signified that hé will 
be present. 

Dr. Charles D. McIver, of North Caro- 
lina; Hon. Hoke Smith, of Atlanta, and 
Hion. Thomas G. Lawson, of Eatonton, 
have been invited to be present and de- 
liver addresses, and it is thought they 
will all accept. 

Some time will be devoted to the dis- 
cussion of the question of agriculture 
in the common schools, and Hon. Walter 
E. Steed, of Taylor county, will speak 
on the duties of county boards. School 
libraries will be another {Important sub- 
ject of discussion and a report will be 
had from the committee on the source 
and supply of colored teachers. 

Of particular interest will be the re- 
ports from aRe school work in Hancock, 
Putnam and other counties of the state. 
By persistent and faithful work the 
county superintendents of these counties 
have raised a fund in their own commu- 
nities which, supplemented by a _ sub- 
scription from the general education 
board, has enabled them to extend the 
school term by several months. Putnam 
now has a school term of nine months 
and in Hancock the schools are taught 
for eight months each year as the result 
of these special subscriptions. The peo- 
ple of these counties are so well pleased 
with what has been accomplished that 
they will continue these subscriptions 
in order that their counties may have 
a tull school term just as is the case 
in the larger cities. 

Commissioner Merritt says the county 
superintendents are enthusiastic and he 
looks for one of the largest meetings in 
April that has ever been held. The mem- 
bers of the executive committee present 
were M. L, Duggan, of Hancock county; 
J. M. Pound, of Macon; M. B. Dennis, 
of Katonton, and J. N. Wall, of Elberton.

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Decisions Are Expected. 

The supreme court is sitting in bane 
this ‘week for the purpose of formulating 
decisions on cases which have recently 
been argued before the justices. There 
will hardly be any decisions handed down 
before the first of next week, but dur- 
ing the coming week it is probable that 
practically every case that has been ar. 
gued will be passed upon. 

The cases in which decisions are ex. 
pected the first of the week include many 
of interest and importance. Among them 
is the famous bond validation caseg in 
which opposition has been entered to 
validating bond f¥sues of Calhoun and 
of Columbus on the ground that with 
the interest considered part of the debt, 
the total bonded indebtedness of these 
piaces wij] exceed the limit fixed by the 
state constitution. If the court holdg 
that the interest must be considered as 
a part of the debt, many communities in 
the state will be seriously hampered in 
the matter of their bond issues, and At- 
lanta would be cut off from issuing the 
bonds contemplated for sewer and wa- 
ter works improvements. The general be- 
lief is, however, that the court’s decision 
will be favorable to the municipalities 
and that unearned interest will not be 
counted In arriving gt the constf{tutlona] 
limit of a bonded debt. 

Another case of much interest here igs 
that of the Equitable Loan and Security 
Company against Waring and others. This 
company was put in the hands of a tem- 
porary receiver in the superior court by 
Judge Lumpkin on the ground that its 
plan of business was in the nature of a 
lottery. An «appeal was taken to the 
supreme court and a decision in the case 
is expected next week. Other decisions 
to be handed down will affect the dispen- 
sary laws of the state as applied to dif- 
ferent communities and the question of 
street paving assessments in cities. Al- 
togethes there is one of the most interest- 
ing lot of cases before the supreme court 
‘to be passed on that has been handled by 
that body in some months.

West Point’s Pettition. 

The railroad commission wil! hold its 
regular monthly meeting today. Many 
matters of interest particularly to the 
railroads will come up. Perhaps the most 
important matter to be passed on is the 
application of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad for permission to charge higher 
rates. When The new classification of 
railroads was made by the compnission 
last year, the West Point was put in 
the first class, where it has to charge the 
lowest scale of rates fixed by the commis- 


Georgia. The officials of the road have 
asked that it be put back where it was 
before and allowed to charge a percent- 
age in addition to the standard classifica- 
tion. 

This petition will be strongly opposed by 
the people living along the line of the 
road. Almost every city and town of 
importance on the West Point from At- 
lanta te the Alabama line will have a 
delegation here today to protest against 
the commission's granting the road’s pe- 
tition, and an interesting hearing will un- 
doubtedly be had,

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KNITTING MILLS 
RAISE PRICES 


Southern Manufacturers of 
Hosiery In Session 
Yesterday. 


The Southern Association of Hosiery 
Manufacturers met at the Kimball house 
yesterday afternoon, and by a_ unani- 
mous vote of those present agreed to 
raise the price on al} classes of their 
goods from five to fifteen cents per 
dozen. Forty of the seventy-five knitting 
mills below the Mason and Dixon line 
wefe represented at the meeting. 

The reason for this advance in the 
price of socks and stockings, as given 
out by the manufacturers, is that they 
are now compelled by the action of Mr. 
Sully and others in forcing the 
price of cotton to its present figure to 
pay from fifteen to twenty per cent 
more for their yarns than ever before. 
The price of fuel, straw board, labor 
and transportation also has increased. 

May Not Affect Retail. 

Secretary Garnett, of the association, 
said last night that the advance in the 
wholesale price of hosiery would not, in 
his opinion, affect the retail price, and 
that Atlantans would not have to pay 
more than the usual tariff of twenty- 
five cents per pair for their spring foot- 
wear.

RESERVE AS PRACTICE 
FOR THE LENTEN SEASON 


in Atlanta are not busy doing gn@i go- 

ing?’ asked a frequent visitor to the 
city yesterday. “I have visited here at 
almost all seasons, and now I come at 
Lent to find that the season of sack clota 
and ashes is apparently not one nominal 
as to» observance, for everybody—men and 
women alike—are complaining of a lack 
of time in which to accomplish all that 
presents itself as being necessary in one 
vocaticn or another.’”’ 

“You are right,’ said a lady in the 
party, “and right here while I think of 
it Miss So-and-So, please do not an- 
-nounee in the society columns of your 
paper that I was at this. luncheon. I 
wouldn't for worlds have my minister 
know that I attended any kind of social 
function ir Lent.”’ 

The newspaper woman addressed smiled 
and promised compliarce with the pious 
supplication, and the expression on every- 
Lody’s face indicated the reflection: 

“And so her Lenten opservance pro- 
ceeds from no higher motive than that 
of wishing to please the good-looking 
pastor of her flock! But probably to be 
acutated by that motive is better than to 
be altogether careless of such obliga- 
tions.”’ 

The remark made, however, was suffi- 
cient to bring up the subject of Lent and 
Lenten observations, and to give those 
women who are exclusively eloquent upon 
the subject of themselves the opportunity 
to speak a little on that (to them) always 
entertaining subject.

So elo- 
quently did the fair logician plead the 
cause of reserve that she proved it to be 
the very nectar of life In its possibilities 
to preserve physical beauty, mental poise 
and purity of spirit. 

“The woman who cultivates reserve 
can almost defy years,’ she said, ‘‘for 
in her well poised alttitude, a result of 
reserve, she conserves her forces, contro!s 
her emotions, bridles her tongue, and 
avoids indulgence in what one of the new 
Philosophers calls, “the useless passions” 
anger, jealousy and those kindred. 

“And what is more, the woman of re- 
serve is so essentially the are well-bred— 
fcr no woman, no matter what may be 
her birth, breeding or social prestige, can 
be well bred, a type of what is under- 
stood in the old English acceptation of 
the word “ladye’’—she “‘to the manor 
born,” if she does not cultivate reserve to 
a degree, when she fails innate posses- 
sion of it. 

““No matter how broad her nature, how 
kindly her spirit, how good her heart,” 
lack of reserve will carry her into expres- 
sion of thoughts and sentiments, narrow 
and egotistical: conversations which, 
though entertaining, may:involve the feel- 
ings of another and offend one’s sense and 
idea of real politeness—that preceding 
from: ine heart, and bring about an at- 
nyosphere anything but agreeable, and 
oae that will react upon the unreserved 
speaker, who realizes too late her lack 
Of ‘‘poise.*’ 

“Reserve is by no means opposed to 
brilllancy in conversation, wit or humor, 
for reserving herself until the right time 
the well-poised woman will have her 
little ‘say’ and complete!ty route the at- 
random talker who may think that, to 
Keep ip her reputation as the bright 
woman she must never say anything that 
does not savor of what is amusing—and 
what will so often deteriorate into the 


commonplace—if not worse.

DISCIPLE OF TOLSTOI 
IN A LUNATIC ASYLUM 


Special Cable—Copyright, 1903. 

London, February 20.—Oddly enough, 
just at this time when the stage produc- 
tion—simultaneous with that in America— 
of Tolstol’s ‘‘Resurrection"’’ has set every 
one talking of the Russian novelist, a 
story comes from Budapest of a young 
nobleman who has got himself into an 
awkward fix through attempting to fol- 
low out literally Count Leo’s teachings. 
The Hungarian aristocrat, who, like Tol- 
stoi, is a count and the owner of an 
immense estate, got hold of the Russian 
preacher’s works not long ‘ago, and 
promptly became converted to the doc- 
trine promulgated therein. Being a young 
man of action, he lost no time in demon- 
strating the. faith that was in him and 
followed the example of Prince Nehlu- 
doff by treating as brothers the peasants 
on his estates, preaching socialism to 
them, and reading them extracts from 
Tolstoi which he translated into the Mag- 
yar tongue. What the peasants thought 
of these doings is not stated, but when 
Count Ratthyany’s relatives heard of 
them they quickly manifested their opin- 
ion by having the young Tolstoan clapped 
into a lunatic asylum. Now his friends 
are doing their best to get him out 
again. They declare that he is perfectly 
rational and maintain that his surpris- 
ing conduct of late is due only to his 
desire to prove himself an earnest disciple 
of the great Russian preacher.

One who revently has hag the uncom- 
mon privilege of a chat with Harry Seton 
Merriman declares that the author of 
“The Vultures’ and “With Edged Tools” 
bears a remarkable resemblance to Rob- 
ert Louis Stevenson. “If Scott,’ he says 
—it is, af course, an open secret that this 
authors veritable name is Hugh Scott— 
‘if Scott would turn down his collars 
and his hair, which he now wears in 
pompadour fashion, his likeness to Ste- 
venson would be striking.’’ Concerning 
the author's little known personality, this 
observer continued: ‘He is tall and long- 
limbed, careless as regards clothes, lazy 
as regards movement, with the same 
sharpness of feature and brillfance of eye 
that suggested delicacy in Stevenson.”’ 


A most Interesting little fact has just 
come to light in connection with Charles 
Dickens’ former home at Bath, which 
was marked with a memorial tablet not 
long ago. The house, {it seems, was 
Ahreatened with arson at the hands of 
Walter Savage Landor. It was the poet 
who first discovered the cosy little dwell- 
ing and took up his residence there. 
Soon afterwards, Landor invited Dickens 
and his wife and Forster down to visit 
him, and it was during fhis visit that 
the novelist fell in love with the house 
and decided to take it after Landor’s lease 
expired—which he did. .When Dickens— 
having written “The Old Curtosity Shop’’ 
during his occupancy of the house—gave 
it up, Landor made a determined at- 
tempt to buy the dwelling outright, de- 
claring that if he succeeded in doing 
so he would burn the place to the ground 
“so that no meanér associations should 
desecrate little Nell’s birthplace.”” But 
the landlord declined to be an accessory 
to the proposed act of arson. 

Speaking of Dickens recalls the fact 
that for the first time the novelist’s 
poems are about to be brought together 
in volume form. The work, which will be 


issued by Chapman & Hall, Dickens’ pub- 


lishers, will include all his poems, occa- 
sional verses and songs, his two operat- 
tas, “The Village Coquettes” and ‘The 
Lamplighter,’ and also his different polit- 
ical sauibs.

SOME RECENT DECISIONS. 


MONOPOLIES—-TRADE AGREEMENT., 

A statute of Missouri provides that all 
contracts or combinations to lessen free 
competition in the manufacture or sale 
of any article within the state are against 
public policy, and the parties thereto 
shall be adjudged guilty of conspiracy 
to defraud; and another statute declares 
that any purchase of any article from 
any individual or corporation, transacting 
busmess contrary to the first statute 
shall not be liable for the price of such 
article and may plead such section as a 
defense to any suit for such price. Held, 
that an agreement between brewers in a 
certain city that would not sell beer to 
ony one who was in debt, for beer pre- 
viously purchased, to either of the oth- 
ers, until he paid such debt, was an agree- 
ment in violation of the statute, and was 
therefore a complete defense to an action 
by one of such brewers to recover the 
price of beer sold. (71 Southwestern Rep., 
Missouri, Judge Ellison, 691.) 


NEWSPAPERS ~— PUBLICATION OF 
EVIDENCE. 

Under a bill of rights in a state con- 
stitution guarantying freedom of speech 
and the liberty of the press, and under a 
Statute guarantying to an accused a 
speedy trial by an impartial jury, a trial 
judge, in a prosecution for murder, in- 
volving no question of obscenity, has no 
power to prohibt the publication of eyl- 
dence given at such trial. The act of a 
judge in punishing a newspaper propri- 
etor for contempt of court in violating an 
order prohibiting the publication of the 
testimony was without jurisdiction and 
consequently void. (71 Southwestern 
Rep., Texas, Judge Henderson, 593.) 


HUSBAND AND WIFE—PURCHASE 
OF GOODS. 

A wife, having separated from her hus- 
band, purchased certain goods on credit 
from one having no notice of the separa- 
tion. There had been no previous course 
of dealing between the seller and the 
wife which would authorize him to be- 
lieve that the husband had consented to 
such purchases. Held, that the mere 
failure of the husband to give notice of 
the separation would not render him Ha- 
ble, jt not appearing that the goods were 
necessaries. (71 Southwestern  Rep., 
Texas, Judge Fisher, 606.) 


BANK RUPTCY—DERTS DISCHARGED. 

A judgment obtained by a wife against 
another woman for damages sustained by 
the wife by reason of the alienation of the 
affections of her husband, is not released 
by the discharge of the defendant under 
proceedings in bankruptcy, where such 
alienation has been accomplished by 
schemes and devices of the defendant, 
and resulted in the loss of support and 
impairment of health to the wife. (Ti 
fat Rep., Kansas, Judge Cunningharh, 


INSURANCE—PAYMENT OF 
PREMIUMS. 

A provision in a life insurance policy 
that the premiums shall be paid at or be- 
fore 12 o’clock noon on certain days, and. 
if not, that the policy shall cease and 
getermine, is valid. The fact that a pol- 
icy dated April 25 is not delivered until 
five days later furnishes no excuse for 
the premiums not being paid on the days 
specified in the policy. (6 Northeastern 
Rep., 1033.) 


STREET RAILWAY S—PASSENGERS. 
Where a street car conductor stopped 
his car for two ladies to get off, and’ after 
one got off, but before the other had done 
so. some one not In the employ of the 
railway company, nor with the authority 
or knowledge of the conductor, gave the 
motorman the signal to start, and he did 
so, throwing the second lady to the 
ground, there was no negligence on tha 
part of the railway company, and suchy 
passenger could not recover from the 
company for the injury sustained. (71 
Southwestern Rep., Missouri, Judge 
Broaddus, 712.)

Risking Deadly Disease for Science. 


Dr. A. T. Briston, in World's Work: As 
the cause of yellow fever is unknown, 
and as animals are immune to this dis- 
ease, it was necessary that all experi- 
ments be conducted upon human beings 
who, never having had the fever, were 
therefore susceptible. In order to test the 
theory..that. mosquitoes convey the fev- 
er from sick to healthy individuals, it was 
necessary for the Investigators to sub- 
mit themselves and their volunteers to 
the bites of insects known to have bitten 
yellow fever patients. The investigation 
went on, and these men exposed them- 
selves to certain infection until they had 
proved beyond reasonable doubt that 
the mosquito was a conveyer of yellow 
fever. 

An important question still remained 
unanswered: Could the fever be convey- 
ed by contact with clothing, or con- 
tracted ‘by sleeping in a house in which 
yellow fever patients had died, provided 
mosquitoes were excluded? This question 
was tested in the following way: 
small house was built, consisting of one 
room) 14 by 20 feet. It was tightly celled 
and well battened on the outside. It was 
provided with two small windows, 26 by 
34 inches, so placed as to prevent any 
thorough ventilaltion within. In fact, 
everything was done to invite infection, 
if this were possible, without the aid of 
mosquitoes. Entrance to the house was 
effected through a vestibule ar- 
ranged after the manner of an alrilock 
in a caisson, the vestibule being divided 
in its middle by a screen door protected 
without by a solid door and having a 
Second wire door across the inner en- 
trance. The windows were also careful- 
ly screened. When the building was 
ready, three large cases filled with soiled 
clothing from yellow fever hospitals of 
Havana were opened, and Dr. R. P. Cook 
with two privates of the ‘hospital corps 
entered the house and closed the doors, 
then unpacked these boxes, shook out the 
clothing and hung it around the room. It 
is evident that it would have been impos- 
sible in a small room of 14 by 20 feet to 
have hung clothin from three large 
boxes any way so that the Inmates could 
avoid constant contact. 
here for twenty days At the end of that 
time they did not develop the disease. 
Further experiments went on for sixty- 
three days, and conditions were made 
still more trying. but not a single fndivid- 
ual developed the fever. -
